The declaration 
further refers to a PRO 320 polypeptide of SEQ ID NO: 140 identified by pin number P288-1. However, the declaration does not clarify 
that this PRO 320 polypeptide is the same as instant SEQ ID NO:1 19. Further, evidence to possession of the polypeptide is not 
commensurate with polynucleotides or encoding sequences.
